How much longer is it going to be 
before Northampton takes the plunge 
with a really radical transport plan? 

The triple whammy of town centre 
roadworks over the past few months 

- Beckett’s Park junction, the Gas 
Street roundabout and Castle Station 

- has caught most of us out at some 
point. 

The gridlock on the opening day of 
the new bus station and the back-ups 
at Sixfields if Saints and Cobblers are 
playing at home and the traffic man¬ 
agement isn’t bang on can’t be 
ignored. 

It can take half an hour to get 
through the Kingsthorpe section of 
Harborough Road in the morning, 
and just as long to get out of town 
down Rushmere Road. 

The planned International Academy 
in the old sorting office on Barrack 
Road is going to have over 1000 pupils. 

That is going to mean hundreds of 
extra car journeys on that stretch of 
road, morning and evening. 


It is going to dump 
hundreds of extra cars 
into a transport system 
that is already creaking 


Just around the corner in St George’s 
Avenue a couple of hundred homes 
are planned for the vacated university 
campus when lectures move to the 
Waterside development. 

This is brownfield development:

Mike’s new band of brothers 


REPORTER Lawrence John finds out 
how motor racing is building a new 
career for an injured ex-Paratrooper 


A former Northamptonshire soldier 
who was a corporal in the Parachute 
Regiment has come through his own 
personal hell to be part of a new band of 
brothers. 

Being a soldier was all Mike Lewis 
dreamt of, very much the way many 
young kids dream of being a profes¬ 
sional footballer. And in the same way 
when a footballer is injured and has to 
give up the game and sees his hopes 
dashed, so Mike had to give up his 
dreams when they were literally blown 
away in Afghanistan. 

He said: “I suffered a blast injury 
which damaged my left arm and my 
right lower leg. Since I suffered the 
injuries I have undergone over 50 oper¬ 
ations on my arm and leg in the past six 
years. 

“At one stage I had signed a form tell¬ 
ing medical staff I was prepared to lose 
my arm in an operation. But the team 
of surgeons were prepared to go the 
extra mile and battled to make sure I 
kept it. The doctors did not tell me it 
(my career in the army) was over, they 
let me hang onto some hope. 

“I thought when I was in hospital it 
would only be a couple of weeks, but 
these couple of weeks then turned into 
months. 


“I realised it was all over and could 
not believe it.I had to realise quickly 
there were other things to do.” 

And those ‘other things to do came in 
the shape of being a mechanic in a 
team competing in the 2015 British 
Touring Car Championship. 

Mike said: “I never in a millionyears 
expected to be working with a racing 
team. Doing this is great as I am back 
being part of a team. 

“The short-term aim is to get the 
mechanics to work on the car and then 
two of us to become the drivers. If the 
opportunity arose to be a driver I would 
not turn it down but my main aim now 
is to work as part of the team to make 
sure the two cars are race-ready. 

“It is very much like being back in the 
army as I am working with people who 
have been in the same regiment as me 
and we know each others strengths and 
weaknesses.” 

The drivers, Richard Hawken and 
Derek Palmer Jr will be supported 
throughout the championship by seven 
mechanics who are alle x-Paras. 

The long-term goal is to gradually 
train an injured ex-Paratrooper 
through the racing ranks until they can 
ultimately drive an Infiniti Support 
Our Paras Racing Car.

Police follow up 
Cyril Smith claim

An investigation has been 
launched by Northampton¬ 
shire Police into an incident 
in the county involving the 
now disgraced MP Cyril 
Smith. 

This follows allegations 
made in a book written by 
Labour MP Simon Danczuk, 
who represents Smith’s for¬ 
mer Rochdale constituency. 

In 2014 Danczuk, with 
researcher and campaigner 
Matthew Baker, published 
Smile for the Camera: The 
Double Life of Cyril Smith, an 


expose of the child abuse 
committed by his parliamen¬ 
tary predecessor in Rochdale, 
Cyril Smith. 

Danczuk has described 
Smith as ‘a predatory paedo¬ 
phile and a prolific offender 
who would target the most 
vulnerable boys.’ 

It is alleged the MP was 
stopped on the Ml in 
Northamptonshire in the 
1980s when officers found 
indecent photographs of chil¬ 
dren in the boot of the larger- 
than-life MP’s car. 

Mr Danczuk said Smith was 
released by police after he 
made a phone call to a mys¬ 


tery person in London. 

In a statement, Assistant 
Chief Constable Ivan 
Balhatchet, said: “We are 
aware of the allegations that 
have been published in Simon 
Danczuk’s book and in the 
newspapers. Detectives in 
Northamptonshire Police’s 
Cold Case Team are currently 
making inquiries to establish 
the nature of the circum¬ 
stances surrounding the dis¬ 
closures made in the book. 

“We would encourage any¬ 
one who knows anything 
about the claims in the book 
relating to alleged events to 
come forward and tell us.”

Kids find online 
pom too easily

Children are gaining 
easy access to online 
porn, a shocking report 
into online safety in 
Northamptonshire has 
found. 

Many youngsters hold 
the common perception 
that ‘everyone’ has seen 
pornography at some 
point, and that even 
without intention it is 
likely to be seen. 

The eye-opening cato- 
logue of findings come 
in a report published 
this week by the Police 
amd Crime Commiss¬ 
ioner for Northants, 
Adam Simmonds. 

Claimed as one of the 


biggest and most ambi¬ 
tious reports ever car¬ 
ried out in the UK into 
this subject, it focuses 
on a consultation which 
has been carried out 
among almost 12,000 
school children in 24 
primary schools and 11 
secondary schools 
across Northants. 

The report found that 
online gaming is the 
most popular activity 
(84 per cent) for primary 
school-age children 
while YouTube (87 per 
cent) is the main reason 
why young people of 
secondary school age 
are accessing the inter¬ 
net. 

30 per cent of children 
and young people - 1782 
- are viewing material 


online for which they 
are under-age, most 
commonly accessing 
games, music and televi¬ 
sion programmes. Six 
per cent access content 
which is of a sexual or 
pornographic nature. 

A quarter of 11-15 year 
olds and nearly half of 
16-18 year olds have 
talked to people they 
have never met in per¬ 
son online. 

One in 10 11-15 year 
olds have been asked to 
send explicit images. 
The figure rises to one in 
four 16-18 year olds. 

One in four 11-15 year 
olds and four in 10 16-18 
year olds have sent inap¬ 
propriate images or vid¬ 
eos of themselves to 
people they know.

Hospital bound boy’s plea to #WearYellowForSeth 


A five-year-old ‘bubble 
boy’ who is trapped in a 
hospital room in 
Newcastle because of a 
rare immune disorder, 
has made a touching 
video urging the world 
to #WearYellowForSeth. 

Seth Lane, from 
Corby, has lived in a 
sterile germ-free envi¬ 
ronment for more than 
half of his life after 


being diagnosed with 
severe combined immu¬ 
nodeficiency. 

Known as ‘bubble boy 
disease’, the condition is 
caused by a mutated 
gene and means the 
body’s antibodies can’t 
respond to infections, 
leaving sufferers 
extremely vulnerable to 
germs. 

Seth is due to undergo 


a second bone marrow 
transplant after the first 
one was unsuccessful. 
He is now asking people 
to wear yellow to know 
they are thinking of him.

Racecourse lined 

up for school field

A new 2,200-place North¬ 
ampton school could be 
using part of The Racecourse 
park as its playing field when 
it opens next year. 

Northampton International 
Academy, which opens in 
September 2016 on the site of 
the former Royal Mail sorting 
office on Barrack Road, could 
use the park for sport and 
recreation. 

Talks are now underway 
between the borough and 
county councils into the idea 
while they consider ‘a variety 
of options to provide open 
space’ for the new students. 

A Northamptonshire 
County Council spokesman 
said: “We have begun discus¬ 
sions with Northampton 
Borough Council about 
whether part of The 


Racecourse could be used for 
sport and recreation by the 
new Northampton Inter¬ 
national Academy. 

“This would mean that an 
area could be used by the 
school during school hours, a 
football or cricket pitch for 
example, but revert to general 
public use outside school 
hours. 

“It would not be perma¬ 
nently sectioned off for the 
school, and there would be no 
loss of any public open space. 

“In partnership with the 
school sponsors EMLC 
Academy Trust, we are con¬ 
sidering a variety of options 
to provide open space for the 
benefit of future pupils and 
any proposals will be subject 
to the formal consultation 
process undertaken for a new 
free school.” 

When the Northants H&P 
published this story online, 
many residents living in the 


Racecourse area and around 
town voiced their protest 
against the idea. 

Lesley-Anne lames said: 
“Not a chance. Public parks 
are not for schools. Maybe 
they could have thought 
about building a slightly 
smaller school and adding a 
playing field.” 

David Smith said: “Needs 
full public consultation, even 
a local referendum, not the 
usual cosy deal struck behind 
closed doors.” 

When the £20 million school 
opens, it will initially admit 
children in Reception and 
Year 7, before eventually tak¬ 
ing pupils from two through 
to 19 years old by 2022. 

The Academy will share its 
campus with neighbouring 
Castle Academy school, and 
will also house seven residen¬ 
tial units, a private nursery, 
gym, cafe, theatre, restaurant 
and floodlit sports area. 


Council leader David Mackintosh to step down 


The Leader of Northampton 
Borough Council David 
Mackintosh has announced 
that he is standing down as 
leader of the authority in 
May. 

Cllr Mackintosh revealed 
yesterday he will bring his 
four-year tenure to an end on 


May 8, and will not seek re- 
election at the May borough 
council elections as he seeks 
to become the MP for 
Northampton South. 

Cllr Mackintosh said: “It has 
been an immense privilege to 
lead the council for the town 
where I was born and grew up. 


“I take nothing for granted 
with the election and will 
continue to get out and about 
to listen to people’s concerns 
ahead of the election.” 

Cllr Mackintosh will remain 
a county councillor but, if 
elected as an MP, will not 
seek re-election.

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Clarke guilty 
but feels well

Former Northampton Town cap¬ 
tain Clarke Carlisle said he 
attempted to commit suicide last 
as he was ‘very unwell’. 

The 35-year-old tried to take his 
own life in December when he 
was hit by a lorry. 

Carlisle suffered cuts, bruises, 
internal bleeding, a broken rib 
and shattered left knee when he 
was struck by a lorry on the A64 
near York on December 22 2014. 

He has stated he leapt in front of 
the lorry in a bid to be killed and 
to die. 

This week, Carlisle was at the 
launch of a charter committed to 
tackling the stigma surrounding 
mental illness. 

He said he had tried to contact 
the driver of the lorry he stepped 
in front of but the driver had not 
wished to meet him. 

The Football Association, Rugby 
Football Union, Lawn Tennis 
Association and the England and 
Wales Cricket Board are among 
the sport governing bodies to 
have signed up to the Mental 
Health Charter for Sport and 
Recreation. 



Carlisle said: “People are deli¬ 
cate stepping around it - there’s 
no shame invested in it for me. 

“I attempted suicide because I 
was very unwell.” 

Carlisle who is a former chair¬ 
man of players’ union the 
Professional Footballers’ 

Association, said: “I’m managing 
my illness on a daily basis and I 
can tell you today I’m very well.” 

The ex-Premier League player 
who played for Burnley, Queens 
Park Rangers and Luton Town 
and served as chairman of the 
Professional Footballers’ 

Association last week pleaded 
guilty to a drink driving offence. 

The 35-year-old pleaded guilty 
to failing to provide a sample at 
London’s Highbury Corner 
Magistrates Court. 

He will be sentenced on 14 May.

Our farewell to

They say the sun shines on 
the righteous. If so, the 
controversial reputation of 
King Richard 111 was vindi¬ 
cated on Sunday afternoon. 

It was a glorious day for a 
funeral as the remains of 
our last Plantagenet king - 
and a Northamptonshire lad 
at that - were taken back to 
Bosworth Field, the scene of 
his final fateful battle. 

There were so many of us 
at the at the Leicestershire 
ceremony, it seemed all of 
middle England had come 
out to give a proper farewell 
to this monarch, who was 
born in Fotheringhay and 
died in 1485. 

And it was a real Bosworth 
Field day for the re-enactors. 
A procession of them 
dressed as armoured 
knights, black-cowled 
monks with blazing torches, 
richly attired courtiers and 
medieval matrons preceded 
the King’s plain oak coffin. 

In an odd contrast, his 
four-wheeled bier was 
dragged by 30 local army 
cadets in modern uniform. 

The last time the Duke of 
Gloucester who had made 
himself king passed this 
way, his naked body was 
strapped to the back of a 


horse. He was caked in 
blood from his many 
wounds including the poll- 
axe blow to his head, deliv¬ 
ered by a Welsh billman who 
had wrenched off his hel¬ 
met. 

Sunday’s ceremony was 
conducted by Tim Stevens, 
Bishop of Leicester. 

“Richard was carried from 
this place to Leicester a 
defeated man,” he told his 
congregation. “Today, 530 
years later we have the 
opportunity to allow King 
Richard to undertake that 
journey again; this time 
however with the dignity 
and honour that befits a 
king of England.” 

Phil Stone, stout and 
white-bearded, chairman of 
the Richard 111 Society, 
stepped up to remind us 
that Richard was a warrior 
who had won every major 
engagement bar Bosworth. 
“His legal reforms and laws 
to help the poor were already 
marking him out as a good 
king when he died due to 
bad luck and misplaced 
trust in treacherous allies,” 
he said. 

“Let us remember him as a 
good king and a warrior 
king.” 

The 21-gun salute that fol¬ 
lowed was performed with 



creditable speed by seven 
replica cannon from the 
period, one of them owned 
by a lady re-enactor from 
Basingstoke whose father 
had handed it down to her. 

This mysterious monarch 
does hold a fascination for 
the ladies. Christine Power, 
a 67-year-old retired teleph¬ 
onist from Liverpool was 
dressed in a Burgundian 
gown, the 15th Century 
equivalent of Paris fashion. 

She confessed she had 
been a Richard fan since she

Saints’ lead can be eroded 
in an instant warns boss

Northampton Saints return to 
Aviva Premiership action tomor¬ 
row as Wasps visit Franklin's 
Gardens and director of rugby 
Jim Mallinder has demanded no 
let-up from the defending cham¬ 
pions as they hunt down a home 
semi-final. 

Saints are currently nine points 
clear at the top of the table with 
five games remaining of the regu¬ 
lar season, but Mallinder is well 
aware that the situation can 
change very quickly if they don’t 
maintain their high standards. 

Mallinder also knows his side 
are in for a tough encounter 
against a Wasps side who are still 
pushing for a top four place them¬ 
selves and have already enjoyed a 
victory over Saints this season - a 
20-16 success in the Premiership 
back in September. 


“We want to stretch it [the lead], 
hold onto it and get a home semi¬ 
final, that’s what we’re after,” said 
Mallinder. 

“Everyone’s after those top four 
places and in an ideal world you 
take a top two place and are play¬ 
ing the semi-final at home. 

“We have got a few points clear 
but in two weeks it can disappear. 

“Home games are important and 
this is a home game for us, playing 
against a team that are playing 
well. They’re still pushing to get 
into the top six, possibly the top 
four. 

“So it’s going to be difficult but 
we need to take it one game at a 
time and not worry about the 
other four and try and get a win in 
this game. 

“It’s a game we’ve got to win on 
Friday. Wasps have been doing 
well, they’ve got some quality 
players so we’ve got to be at our 
very best from the first whistle 
and we’ve got to make sure we 
stick to our game plan.” 

Wasps have enjoyed something 


of a resurgence in recent years 
under Dai Young, and are looking 
to finish in the top four of the 
Premiership for the first time 
since they won the competition in 
2008. 

They have continued their 
strong momentum since moving 
to the Ricoh Arena in Coventry in 
September and Mallinder praised 
the job Young has done, stating 
that the Wasps squad contains 
plenty of dangermen both among 
the forwards and backs. 

“I think they’re playing well at 
the Ricoh but I don’t think it’s 
made a massive difference as I 
think they’ve been on a continual 
improvement over the last few 
years,” said Mallinder. 

“Dai Young’s done a terrific job, 
we know the side they’ve got. 

“They’ve got some very exciting 
backs but then they’ve got a bit 
more grunt in the forwards. 

“The front five scrummage well, 
and there’s a good line out. The 
back three in the scrum are very 
strong ball carriers and can get 


turnovers. They’ve got a couple of 
key half backs making good deci¬ 
sions for them. 

“As a team they have improved 
and they’re just seeing some of the 
benefits now at the Ricoh.” 

Saints’ failure to make the LV= 
Cup final on Sunday meant they 
had a rare weekend off - with 
Saracens capturing the Anglo- 
Welsh silverware by beating 
Exeter at Franklin’s Gardens fol¬ 
lowing their last four win over 
Northampton. 

Mallinder would have undoubt¬ 
edly preferred to have been play¬ 
ing for the trophy but a blank in 
the fixture list may well have its 
benefits. 

He said: “It was a good chance 
for the lads to freshen up a little 
bit, it’s the first week we’ve had off 
in the season for a couple of sea¬ 
sons, last year we played every 
single weekend. 

“We’d have preferred to have 
been in the final but it wasn’t to 
be. Sometimes it’s good to get 
away from the constant rugby.”

Ryan Cresswell said Northam¬ 
pton Town’s players still have the 
belief that they can achieve a 
play-off spot in League Two this 
season despite suffering back-to 
back defeats.

man sent off. 

“It galvanised them and put 
them on the front foot, and for us 
it’s disappointing but we look to 
build on that and make sure it 
doesn’t happen again.” 

The Cobblers face fellow play-off 
hopefuls Luton Town at Sixfields 
this Saturday looking to regain 
momentum in the charge for a top 
seven place. 

Both sides still have plenty to 
play for and it could be a good 
time to play the Hatters who are 
clinging onto the final play-off 
spot by a single point after an 
alarming run of five defeats in a 
row realistically ended any chance 
they had of automatic promotion. 

With plenty at stake Cresswell 
wants Cobblers fans to get behind 
his side with a sell-out crowd 
expected for the local clash. 

“It’s a big game, both teams are 
looking to get into the play-offs, 
and both are looking to progress 
this season,” he said. “It should be 
an entertaining game and hope¬ 
fully we can get what we all want 
which is three points. 

“For the Shrewsbury away game 
the fans were fantastic, as they are 
every week. If they can really get 
behind the team this Saturday 
and make it a full house with the 
place roaring and the tempo up 
then I’m sure we can give them

something to cheer about.” 

Cresswell has resumed the cap¬

Chris Wilder admits Northampton 
Town have left themselves ‘no mar¬ 
gin for error’ if they are to force their 
way into the League Two play-offs 
after back-to-back defeats in the past 
week. 

Losses at home to Carlisle last 
Tuesday and at Bury on Saturday 
have left Wilder’s side five points 
adrift of seventh place with only 
eight games of the season remain¬ 
ing. 

Despite the dip in form, the sides 
above them have also dropped 
points to keep the Cobblers’ hopes 
alive, but Town manager Wilder 
agreed that they have made life dif¬ 
ficult for themselves with little room 
for any further dropped points. 

“We’ve made it more difficult for 
ourselves by not picking up any 
points in the Tuesday night fixture 
and Saturday,” he said. “But as we’ve 
seen this season we can go and win 
games of football on the bounce and 
we need to do that if we’re going to 
extend our season. 

“No-one’s taken it away from us but 
we’d have liked to have been a lot 
closer in terms of points.

Cobblers boss Chris Wilder has 
admitted he is struggling to bring 
in new recruits ahead of the end of 
the loan window tomorrow - stat¬ 
ing that it would be easier if he was 
playing the computer game 
Championship Manager. 

Wilder is keen to strengthen his 
squad with Northampton still 
entertaining hopes of crashing the 
League Two play-offs but with time 
running out he has found that play¬ 
ers of the right calibre have become 
increasingly unavailable.

“We think we’ve got a really good 
young one [striker] in Ivan Toney 
and on the whole James Gray’s 
done okay, so unless one pops up 
we’ll go with what we’ve got.”
